Rear Admiral's Characteristic Description 
of Fight in Which He Was Wounded. 
Admiral Evans’ description of the a t­ 
tack on Fort Fisher during the Civil 
war runs as follows: 
“At this moment 
I »uw Col. Lamb. the Confederate com­ 
mander, guua.Al} standing out on the 
parapet and calling on his men to get 
up and shoot the lunkees. 
I considered 
him within easy range of revolver, so 
took a deliberate shot ut him. 
As I 
tired a bullet ripped through the trout 
of my coat across my breast, turning 
me completely around. 
I felt a burning 
sensation, like a but iron, over my heart, 
and sn VY something reel coming out «>1 a 
hob* in my coat which I toon lur blood. 
I knew, of course, that ii a bullet bud 
gone through this portion of my body 
I was done for, but taal was no place 
to stop, so I went on at the head od my 
company. 
As we approached the re­ 
mains of the stoekade I was aware that 
one particular sharpshooter was shoot­ 
ing at me and when we ware a hundred 
yards away he Int me in the lett It g. 
about 3 inches below the knee. 
The 
force of the Stow was so great th at I 
landed on in> lace in the sand. 
I got a 
silk handkerchief out of my pocket and, 
with the kind assistance of my class­ 
mate. Hoban Sands, soon stopped the 
blood and went again to the trout as 
fast as i could. 
“About this time the men were stum ­ 
bling over wires which they cut with 
their knives—they proved to be wires to 
the torpedoes 
over 
which 
we 
had 
charged, but they failed to explode. My 
left leg seemed asleep, but I was able 
to use it. 
T he stockade, or what re­ 
mained of it. was very near, and I de­ 
termined 
to 
leud 
my company

charge over the angle of the fort, which 
now looked very difficult to climb. 
I 
managed to get through the stockade, 
with seven others, when my sharpshoot­ 
er friend sent a bullet through my right 
knee und I realized that my chance of 
going wus settled.

at the outside would not be more than 
£100, his profit per acre worked out at 
something like £175. Of course this was 
an extreme case, but orchards of twenty 
acres and upward averaged fully f>00 
bushels per acre, and yielded a clear net 
profit of quite £1500 in each case. Tile 
area actually planted at the present time 
in domestic and commercial orchards is 
about 20,000 acres, and upward of half a 
million cases of apples were exported 
to this country last year.- Britannia.

The French military authorities 
find that an ordinary light carriage or 
rilling horse, 
such as

States would lie called a “good little bug­ 
gy Ii use,” weighs from 300 to 4<R) kilo­ 
grams say from 
NIX) to 900 
pounds. 
Such horses as these are assigned to the 
light cavalry corps. 
The next grade 
above, winch in civil life passes as a 
“coupe horse," or carriage horse of me­ 
dium weight, ranges in weight up to 480 
kilograms, about 1050 pounds. 
This 
horse goes to help mount lh** cavalry of 
the line. 
Next comes the 
fashionable 
“coach 
horse" 
of 
persons 
of 
luxury, 
which 
weighs from 500 to 580 kilograms, or 
from 1000 to nearly 1300 pounds. These 
horses go to serve the purposes o f drill 
for th** cavalry belonging to the reserve 
military forces.

WORKED BY CENTRIFUGAL FORCE. 


T he science of w ar will be revolution­ 
ized aud standing arm ies \astly reduced 
if a rapid-tiring gun invented by W il- 
liaiu P atten of N ew York can duplicate 
in the held the w ork of u 10-iuch model 
which Mr. P a tte n has 
built 
and 
is 
dem onstrating, writes the 
New 
York 
Times. 
T he gun is noiseless, and is fired w ith ­ 
out powder. A nd this is not all, Mr. P a t ­ 
t e n asserts th a t the gun can disch a rge 
bullets faster th a n they can be ioaded 
into its magazine, and thut the loading 
speed is therefore practically the only 
limit to the num ber of shots that can be 
tired, lie m aintains th a t 50,000 shots a 
m inute can be discharged from this new 
weapon, and adds th a t he'll dem onstrate 
this when he gets a full-sized one in com ­ 
mission. 
A Centrifugal Force Gun. 
The gun is fired by centrifugal force. 
All there is to it is a big wheel w ith a 
crank for revolving it. In the 
10-Inch 
model this can be turned by baud. 
A 
motor of 50-horsepow er 
would 
be re­ 
quired to turn the 0-foot model Mr. P a t ­ 
ten hopes to build. 
T he 
bullets—not 
shells such 
as 
are 
used in other guns, but simply balls of 
lead or steel—a re poured into the gun. 
T h e operator revolves the wheel, and the 
bullets begin to pour out in a steady 
stream . 
They fiv so fast that they have 
the appearance of one long leaden rib­ 
bon, and if the gun were revolved on its 
base the stream of lead would sw eep 
around in an 
arc which 
would 
mow 
down anything in front of it. 
T he inventor of the new gun got his 
idea from eeing a flywheel burst. T h a t 
w as five years ago in England, w here 
Mr. P atte n w as born. Ile came to New 
York a year later, and eighteen m onths 
ago began work on the model of his gun, 
which he had had in mind ever since 
leaving England. 
The gun is of brass, and looks like 
a m eat chopper or a cylindrical pencil 
sharpener. 
Mr. P a tte n screwed his de­ 
vice to a table, and then (toured a h an d ­ 
ful of buckshot into it. At the opposite 
- auk* of the room w as a ta rg e t and the 
Inventor pointed his gun tow ard this. 
T hen he began to turn the handle. 
T he bullets flashed from the mouth of 
the little gun in a perfect stream. E ach 
one hit the target. A second test at a 
target forty foot aw ay resulted in the 
gun sending 400 buckshot into a space 
five-eights of an inch in diameter in less 
than a minute. 
To Mount Gun on Auto. 
A six-foot gun is the largest Mr. P a t ­ 
ten ho(*es to build. 
It is to cost $800, 
and will weigh only OOO pounds, accord­ 
ing to Mr. P atten , yet it will be able to 
shoot 50,000 half-inch 
steel 
bullets 
a 
m inute, and kill a t 2000 feet. 
It is Mr. 
P a tte n 's idea to m ount such a gun on an 
automobile, the m otor of which could be 
used to operate the gun. 
H e says: 
“ I believe th a t my 
wee lion 
Mill 
be 
most effective in the custom s service, for 
one such gun m ounted on a customs ves­ 
sel Mould do much to stop smuggling, 
which still goes on to a large extent in 
South America, and even in the so u th ­ 
ern states of this country. 
“ It does not require a barrel and, con­ 
sequently, would readily adm it of con­ 
cealm ent should occasion for it arise. 
I 
have proved this by hanging a neM’spa- 
per along a line and firing at it xvithout 
a barrel. 
T he bullets ent it in tw o as 
cleanly as a knife could have done it.” 
Mr. P atten h as been in com munication 
with the consul here of one South A m er­ 
ican governm ent xvith a view to having 
his gun adopted for use against sm u g ­ 
glers, but says th a t the I nited S tate s 
will have first chance to adopt his gun 
for use in its array or navy. 


WOODLOTS OF JA PA N . 


Example Furnished by That Country of 
Tree Growing on Small Plots. 


In these tim es of great dram s on the 
tim ber supply, caused by the heavy de­ 
m and for forest products of all kinds, 
A m ericans may see in J a p a n an exam ple 
of M’h a t con be done in growing wood 
on small plots. 
T h a t country contains 21,000.000 wood 
lots, about three-fourths of which be­ 
long to private persons and one-fourth 
to communes. 
T h e average size of the 
plot is less th a n nine-tenths of an acre. 
They usually occupy the steepest, rough­ 
est. poorest ground. 
In this May land 
is put to use 
which would otherw ise 
go to M’ a s t e and if >uuwiioded would lose 
its soil by the Mash of the dashing rains. 
F rom J a p a n ’s M-oodlots the yearly yield 
of lumber is about 88 feet, board m eas­ 
ure. an acre and three-fourths of a cord 
of fireMOod. 
In m any cases the yield is 
much 
higher. 
M ore th au 500,000,000 
trees are planted 
yearly 
to m ake up 
w h at is cut for lum ber aud fuel. 
Assessment for taxation is 1o m\ av e r­ 
aging for the 21,OOO,(XXI lots less th an 
$1 an acre. 
W ith all the care in c u t­ 
ting and the industry in replanting, it 
is by 
no m eans certain that 
J a p a n ’s 
forests are holding their own. 
lf the 
preservation of the forests Is doubtful 
there, it is evident th a t depletion m ust 
be alarmingly rapid in other countries 
xvhicli cut unsparingly and plant very 1 it- 
tle. 
On the other hand it is encouraging 
to see w hat can be done with rough, 
steep and poor land. 
T h e United S tates 
Ila‘ enough of th a t kind, without touch­ 
ing the rich agricultural acres, to grow 
billions of feet of lum ber.—Pathfinder.
